Michigan has 97 of its cities with City Managers, Minne­ 
sota has 18, Mississippi 3. 
Our own Missouri has 23 municipalities with City M anag­ 
ers, including Kansas City, Springfield, Joplin and University 
City.

There are 30 cities of Ohio with City Managers; 54 in 
Oklahoma, includings its capital of Oklahoma City. 
Oregon has 27 City Managers, including its capital of Sa­ 
lem. Pennsylvania has 65 City Managers. Rhode Island has 3; 
South Carolina 15, and South Dakota 4. 
There are 21 City Manager municipalities in Tennessee. 
Texas has 107 of its cities operating under City Managers, 
including Dallas, the capital city of Austin, Forth Worth, Waco 
and San Antonio. 
Utah has 12 City Managers, Vermont 26, Virginia 65, in­ 
cluding its capital of Richmond. 
Washington has IO City Managers, West Virginia ll, W is­ 
consin 16, Wyoming I, Alaska 6; and since 1931 San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, with its population of 223,949, has been operating 
under the City Manager form of government.
